TOPEKA. Oct. 24.—Tbs creation 
of a distinct breed of animals, | 
the catalo, by crossing cattle and1 
buffalo, was one of the undertakings 
of the late Charles Jesse (Buffalo) 
Jones, widely known frontiersman, 
who recently died here at the home| 
of his daughter. The experiment, 
which Mr. Jones declared was a sue-1 
cess, attracted nation-wide interest 
among scientists as well as live 
stock producers. At the same time, 
Mr. Jones is said to have declared, 
that the expense attached to the 
propogation of the catalo, had prov­ 
en discouraging to cattlemen and 
admitted 
that 
he 
had 
expended 
many thousands of dollars more in 
the venture than he got out of It. 
Mr. Jones reared several herds of 
the hybrids at various times, the 
first herd on his ranch near Garden 
City. Kansas, in the early '80s. ac­ 
cording to Mr. Jones* daughter, Mrs. 
Olive Jones-Whitmerk, of this city. 
"In 1891 
this herd numbered 
125 head, and was sold by father 
to the 
Flathead 
(Mont.) 
Indian 
agency." said Mrs. Whitmer. "Re 
frequently sold small herds of the 
catalo to ranchmen in Oklahoma 
and Texas and the last herd he 
reared, consisting of 70 catalo, and 
40 buffalo, was sold at Portales, 
N. M., in 1915 to Charles Goodnight j 
of Goodnight, Texas. Father disposed 
of his herd at that time because his; 
lease on government land in the 
Grand Canyon country ran out, and j 
he was gettig too old to look after 
his herd. 
"The catalo proved superior In 
many ways to the ordinary breed ofj 
cattle, father allays maintained, in 
that It was a better forager on the 
plains, it carried more weight and 
the hide was of most 
excellent 
texture. Father sold some of the 
hides for as much as $1,000 a piece 
years ago in New York. They were 
used as buggy robes, but with the 
advent of the automobile the de­ 
mand for such robes ceased."

"Buffalo" 
’through his ^tensive contracts in 
furnishing buffalo meat to the con- 
StrHiction gangs of the Union Pacific 
Calili (other railroad lines in their 
pioneer ’Operations in Kansas. He 
saw' the animals slain by the Hun­ 
dreds ahd their carcasses for the 
most part, left to rot on the prai­ 
rie. Impressed with the thought that 
before many years the species would

falo calves and confined them on
